The latter, however, 
is not likely as the bond holders have 
declared that it matters litthe what is 
done with the money so Jong as the 
credit of the province is good ifor it.

British Common’s Was 
Dissolved by the King 
Today 


REGRETTED FAILURE : 
OF VETO CONFERENCE 


(Canadian Associated Press) 

London, Nov. 28 —The second par- 
liament in the reign of the late King 
Edward which met February 15, last 
was dissolved today in pursuance of 
the question of the perogatives of the 
House of Lords. 

The King’s speech was notable for 
its brevity, the only reference to the 
constitutional crisis being a colorless 
expression of regret that the confer 
ence between the leaders of the op- 
posing parties had failed on an agree- 
ment over the reformation of the up- 
per chamber. 

The longest and most. interesting 
paragraph, which immediately follow- 
ed an allusion to the death of His Ma- 
jesty’s father, dealt with the second 
arbitration of the Newfoundland fish- 
cries dispute tiwh the United States 
and read: “I confidently hope the 
questions connected with the North 
Atlantic fisheries between Canada 
and Newfoundland on the one hand 
and the United States of America on 
the other, which have been subject to 
controversy for nearly a century, have 
been at last finally settled by award 
of the IHlague Tribunal. It is cause of 
special satisfaction that it has been 
found possible to solve by arbitration 
problems of such an intricate and difii- 
cult nature and the award has been 
received by both sides in a spirit 
which must tend to increase good 
will.”

SCONA BOARD 
WISHES ROAD 


Board of Trade Across River De- 
clares Line to North Should be 
Built at Once. 


(By Our Own Reporter.) 

Strathcona, ‘Nov. 28—7he \Sitrath- 
cona Board of ‘Trade has taken a very 
strong stand in opposition to the policy 
of Premier Sifton which calls for the 
abandonment of funther operations on 
the Alberta and ‘Great Waterways 
railway. At the largest meeting ‘held 
in months that body of business men 
Saturday afternoon unanimously en- 
dorsed ithe resolution passed ‘by the 
Edmonvon Board of ‘I‘rade, urging the 
Government to arrange ‘for the con- 
struction of a railway into the north 
country immediately, 

Men of all shade sof political opin- 
ion attended tre meeting Saturday, 
but not one raised a dissenting volice 
for the defence of the Sifton railway 
policy for the north. All spenkers 
emphasized the vital meed for a line 
of steel to Fort (MeMurray, both in 
respect to the advantage that it must 
bring to Strathcona and the awhole 
province, andin meeting with the de- 
mands of thousands of settlers. Many 
there were at the meeting which op- 
posed the Waterways deal last spring 
as a bad tbusiness deal, but not one 
spoke who did mot realize the neces- 
sity of a road into the north without 
delay. 

Tn endorsing the Edmonton resolu- 
tion the Strathcona Board acknow- 
ledged it adwisnble tooret other boards 
of trade in action throughout the cen- 
tral north and notices are being sent 
to practically every town within a 
radius of one ‘hundred miles of Strath- 
cona asking for an endorsation of the 
Edmonton resolution. Working in 
conjinetion with the ‘Capital iboard 
seven, members from the Strathcona 
organization will wait on the premier 
somorrow begging for new policy on 
railway development for the north. 

This committee is composed of 
Mayor Duggan and Messrs, R. ¢Rit- 
chie, G. W. Marnitt, J. HH.

Decides Not to Grant John 


Moss’ Request to Appear 


Before Legislature----Statement of Company 


Premier Siiton has turned down 
the Alberta and Great Waterways ab- 
solutely and finally. A final appeal 
for a hearing before the legislature 


made to the premier by letter at ten 


o'clock this morning by John H. 
Moss, the legal representative of W 
R. Clarke, met with an absolute re- 
fusal on the par of the premier to- 
give any further consideration. This 
ends the possibility ond any compro- j 
mise on either hand, and it is a fight 
to a finish between the railway com- 
pany, the banks and the province 
for the establishment in the courts of 
the claims that the railway company 
and the banks are holding against the 
government, 
Mr. Moss’ Statement 

Interviewed immediately after he 
had received an answer to his letter 
from the premier this morning, Mr. 
Moss stated that he had sent a letter 
asking a final hearing, and that the 
premicr had replied that he could not 
grant Mr. Moss’ request. Mr. Moss 
expressed himself as greatly aston- 
ished that in a country supposed to 
be governed by British institutions his 
clients should be denied an oppor- 
tunity of being heard. Under the cir- 
cumstances he was obliged to appeal 
for fair play to the press and to ask 
that the newspapers should publish a 
statement he had prepared for pres- 
entation to the legislature. 

The following was the letter sent 
this morning ot the premier by Mr, 
Moss: 


November 28th, 
The Honorable A. 1,. Sifton, 
Premier of Alberta, 
Kdmonton, Alberta: 
Dear Sir: 
Re. Alberta and Great 
Railway 

Since my interview with you on Fri- 
day morning when | proposed to you 
that I should be allowed to appear 
before the house, and present = my 
client's position in regard to Bill No. 
64, and you intimated that as the Bill 
was a Public Bill you did not think 
you could grant my request; I] have 
given the matter further consideration 
and have come to the conclusion that 
as a matter of right and justice T am 
entitled to an opportunity to be heard. 
Though in form a public measure, the 
bill in rality repeals private legisla- 
tion to which my chents were parties 
and in which they were vitally in- 
terested. 

I therefore respectfully renew my 
request that you should afford me the 
privilege of appearing before the 
House and representing my clients’ 
position. 

In view of the urgency of the mat- 
ter, may IT ask you to kindly answer 
by bearer

Cenrad Ranch in Montana 

Spokane, Wash, Nov. 28—A herd 
of buffalo from the Conrad herd is 
now being held in the stockyards at 
Kalispell, Mnt., awaiting word from 
the interstate commerce commission, 
as to whate rates wil apply on their 
shipment from Kalispell to Canada, 
where they go to augment the herd 
of the Canadian Government.

TAIL FINAL SCORE 16 TO 7 


At One Time Tigers Looked Like Winners—Seats Brought Record 
Prices, Cawthra Mulock Paying $100 for Four—Hotel Keepers 
Hid all Their Brick-a-Brac, Fearing the Destructive Students— 
Dixon and Maynard Scored Touch-downs—Simpson Starred for 


Tigers.

Hamilton, Ont. Nov. 28—It was a 


Varsity day in ‘ligerville Jas¢ Satur- 
jday and what a fearful blow it must 
have been ito football magnets of Ham- 
ilton. The town was shaped in ideas 
to carry the day and ceybody went 
to bed night before with the prospects 
of a glowing victory. Went day Ham- 
ilton simply went bug on vhis sporting 
event, probably «he greatest of its 
character ever put on in) Dominion. 

The city was smothered with yellow 
and black during the morning but the 
Varsity team and a thousand sup- 


porters arrived davishily blue and 
white, the town took oon a different 
aspect. 


The scenes before the game have 
never been equalled in Canadian foo:- 
hall history. Even the ‘hotel propric- 
tors took no chances in the event of 
Varsity winning. They reinoved all 
vaeir writing desks and chairs from 
the rotundas and all the loose pictures 
and fixtures from the tbars. TMhe 
Speculators were a feature. They were 
allowed to peddle their wares right 
on the sidewalk and were selling re- 
served seats as high as $10 apiece. 

The Toronto millionaie, Mr. Caw- 
thra Mulock paid $100 dor four seats 
in the amtin stand. The atmosphere 
of Jungle town was permeated with 
football. Stores, residences and, ‘bar- 
ber poles were all destooned with yel- 
low and black bunting. The betting of 
10 to 6 in favor of Varsity did not 
seem ‘o change even at the Royal THo- 
tel, the Tigers center, a few minutes 
before the game. 

Story of Game. 

Tigers won the toss and chose to de- 
fend the north woal. There was ab- 
solutely no wind and there were no 
advantage. 


First quarter—

Horace Gall kicked for Varsity, it 
was returned by Isbister. Then Gall 
kicked to Simpson, who was forced 
to run outito his 10 yards line.

After an exchange of kicking, Gall 
punted to Simpson, who was thrown 
on his 20 yard line, Dixon picked it 
up and planted it between ithe “Tiger's 
goal posts.

Isbister kicked off and Gall secured 
it, making ai brilliant dash drom his 
own deaf info his 20, as quarter 
time sounded.

| easily seen that Tigers felt the effects 
of Gall’s wonderful kicking, and any 
one of Varsity ‘backs can give cards 
and spades to Tiger’s backs. 

The gridiron ds very slippery and 
bad for tackling. At the beginning of 
the third quarter Isbister kicked off 
for Tigers to ‘Gage who was thrown, 
heavily but he continued to play. 
Tigers then got possession and Simp- 
son kicked for a rouge. Varsity 11, 
Tigers 1.

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NOT A PARTY FIGHT. 


“Phe week that opens in the legislature this afternoon promises } 
to be an interesting one, and the days that follow will be history /§ 
making ones for the provinee of Alberta. ; 

Forces are now gathering, both inside and outside the house, for |§ 
what will be a fight not fought ‘along party lines, but a battle 
waged between the supporters of a policy of development, and a 
policy of non-development. This is to be the” final clash in the 
trouble over the Alberta and Great Waterways railway, a trouble 
that has spread from a party quarrel to a battle that involves both 
the commercial and political interests of the province. 

For many years the people of Edmonton and of the north, have 
Jooked forward to railway development that would open up the]g 
north country, ‘The Rutherford administration brought down a 
policy that meant railways for every corner of the province, A 
cantract entered into with one of those railway companies did not 
commend itself to the majority of the party, and a split occured, 
in which the members elected on the policy of the Rutherford ad- 
ministration, succeeded in driving that administration out of office. 

What they wanted was the elimination of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways deal. No one said anything or even so much as thought 
anything of abandoning the development of the north entirely. 

Now Premier Sifton, put into office to restore ‘harmony among 
the ranks, has brought down a policy that means not only the 
elimination of Clarke and the Waterways, but the entire abandon- 
ment of any development of the north country, ‘This is what the 
people, not only of he north, but of the south also, expressly do 
not want, for it means much commercially to the whole province that 
the north should be developed, and as rapidly as posisble. 

Hence the announcement of the premier’s policy has had the 
result of taking the fight out of the confines of a political party, and 
placing in ot a community basis, in which the whole commercial in- 
terests of the country are involved. 

The premier will find himself confronted this week with a solid 
body of business men of this and other cities who will demand some- 
thing of him dn the way of railway development for ‘the north. 
Edmonton business men see their hopes for railway and commercial 
development of Edmonton’s hinterland vanishing, have visions of 
the trade of the great north swinging away to Eastern Canada ,over 
lines into the north from other points. A railway is now building 
from Battleford to McMurray, and eventually it is the intention to 
swing that line across country to tap the Peace River. Such a 
line carrying northern trade to the east would ibe a hard blow to 
edmonton. 

The Edmonton board of trade vill present a petition to the 
premier-urging development of the north, Strathcona has already 
registered its protest and other municipalities will fall in line. The 
members in the house who do not want to see the interests of the 
north deserted, will oppose the premier’s policy, and it is rported 
that that opposition will by no means be weak and wil linclude both 
southern and northern members. 

If the meeting which is to be held in the old post office building 
this evening is representative of the interest of the citizns of [dmon- 
ton in the construction of a railway to the northco untry it will be 
one of the largest meetings ever held in this city. 

No question has come before the citizens in recent years in 
which the welfare of the city is so closely bound up. 

The question is not who shall build) the road; ite is simply 
whether the road shall or shall not be built, and on that question the 
citizens are unanimously with the affirmative. 

To the citizens of Edmonton who have been promised a road 
and who were not in any way responsible for the embroglio which 
led to the present impasse the -bill constitutes a breach of faith 
calling for the most vigorous kind of a protest. 

The time to register that protest is tonight.

| ASK FOR NEW BYLAW

The anual report cf Dr, Whitelaw, 
medical health officer, which was. is- 
sued yesterday afternoon shows that 
the past year ‘has been one of satis- 
factery progress and that the canitary 
condition of the city has improved 
gencrally, 

In view of the very rapid develop- 
mem of the city in all directions, 
though, Dr. Whitelaw says, that new 
regulations are necessary to cope with 
the problems and conditions that are 
continually) arising. “he = medical 
health officer recommends the exten- 
siom of the sewer and: water systems 
as rapidly as the financial resources 
of the city will permit, and states that 
the owners bf premises alongside of 
which water and sewer mains have 
been laid, strowld he brought to under- 
stand that tts their duty to at once 
connect their houses to these services, 
and that no other alternative will be 
permitted. ‘he improvement in sani- 
tary conditians if the citizens realized 
that would ibe incalculable. 

During the year 320 patients were 
admitted to the isclation hospital, and 
the total mentber ‘af ospital days were 
6001, or nearly 19 days per patient. 
The revenue {rom tiees was $4,850.80, 
which includes the government grant 
‘of $1985.50. In ‘comparison with the 
revenue earned in 1909 it is nearly dou- 
ble, the receipts for last year totalling 
$2277.75, :

There were 21 deaths in the isolation 
hospital during the year, eleven of 
which resulted from tuberculosis. This 
appalling death rate, Dr. Whitelaw 


says, is due to dhe fact that the major- ! 


ity of the cases were in an advanced 
state when admitted. The remainder 
were from other infectious diseases. 
Phe total death nate was 3.7 per cent. 
‘Out of 127 cases of scarlet fever a‘l- 
mitted seven died).a death rate of 514 
per cent, which is considerably under 
the average. (Sixty-two cases of scar- 
let fever were admitted during March, 
Aoril and May, when the acommoda- 
tion was taxed to the limi t. He was 
during those months that several cases 
of mixed infection occurred. Dr. 
Whinclaw says, however, that the rate 
of mixed infection in the Edmonton 
hospital is smaller than that in the To- 
Tonto hospital and the Metropolitan 


hosnitals of London; ‘England. Gf 
OF all-the infectious cases in the city. 

during the past-year, those adimitted 

to the hospital: included’, number 730. 


Tawo hundred and seventy-six cases 
were contpacted outside of the city 
making a grand total of 1006. 

Owing to the relaxation of the strin- 
gency quarantine for measles from 
March to July, there occurred an epi- 
demic, 387 cases being reported in all. 
On account of mensles being infectious 
for several days before the disease ‘has 
declared itself, Dr. Whitelaw says that 
when once established it is impossible 
to control. ° 

A capitulation iof the classification 
and number of cases of each disease, 
with the deaths is as follows: Measles, 
85; scarlet fever, 127; deaths, 7; diph- 
theria, 28; erysipelas, 30; tuberculosis, 
22, deaths, 1; mumps, 3; chickenpox, 
2; smallpox, m, deaths, 1; whooping 
cough and pnewnonia combined, | 2, 
deaths, 1; quinsy follawing diphtheria, 
I; suspected smallpox, 1; suspected 
scarlet fever, 6, deaths 1; suspected 
diplitheria, 2. 

There were altogether 12 cases of 
smallpox in the city, cight of which 
were unvaccinated, while the remain- 
ing four, who were adults, were vac- 
ciated only ininfancy. Five hundred 
vaccinations took place during the 
year. 

There weer 231 cases of typhoid fev- 

er, showing a gratifying decrease as 
regards city cases as compared avith 
1909. Of the total number only Go 
‘contnacted the disease in ithe city, and 
almost all jof them were taken from 
premises not satisfactorily equinned 
javith sanitary conveniences. Only 
four of the 60 cases succumbed, show- 
ing a death rate of 16 per 100,000, fig- 
j ures adopted by the Dominion ‘Conser- 
| vation iCommission. 

Of the cases of infantile paralysis, 
there were reported ito the medical 
jhrealth officer, ififteen cases, nine — of 
which were from the city. ‘Two of the 
aficted, aged 2 and 5 years respec- 
tively, diced owt of the fifteen, one of 
which contracted the disease in Van- 
couver, dying there. Tihe other one 
died in the city. 

In his report on the scavenging 
system, Dr. Whitelaw says: “On 
March 15th, 19to, the (Health Depart- 
ment took over the scavenging of the 
city which had previously been let by 
contract. ‘she results thave ‘been very 
satisfactory and the cost ‘has been re- 
duced from $1453.50 per month under 
the contract. system to $1,329.36 per 
month lunder the new system. | The 
total cost for the year thas been $16,- 
510.97, as compared ‘with $18,366.40 for 
1909. Under the.«new system morc- 


over fior seven and a ‘half 
$775.50 has been earned as tevenue, 
leaving ithe net cost of scavenging 
$15,735.47 for the year. The abolish- 
ing of the sanitary pail may be expect- 
ed to effect a still further reduction 
during the coming year, though the in- 
crease of population wil Itend to off- 
set this.” 

After referring ‘to the appointment 
wf Andrew Logan as milk inspector, 
Dr. Whitelaw says in ‘his report on 
dairy inspection: : 

“A dairy bylaw embodying the new 
regulations, on ‘the basis of avtrich 
the Dairy Inspector is now working, 
is under consideration tby the Board of 
Health and will shortly be submitted. 
It is hoped that the dairy and milk 
vendors wil realize that it is to their 
Dest interests as well as in the sinter- 
ests of Public Health chat the city 
should ‘take measures to secure the 
best possible milk supply, and that co- 
operation with the dairymen in secur- 
ing this result is what is desired rath- 
er than compulsion. On the other 
hand the city must have good milk 
andvwany milk which is shown to be un- 
wholesome or is produced under con- 
ditions which are not in acordance 
with the regulations of the dairy by- 
law, must at any cost be rigidly ex- 
cluded fromthe city and the dairymen 
concerned prevented from supplying 
such ‘to customers until ‘he complics 
with the regulations and produces an 
article of reasonably good quality.”
